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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/8/2006 have been fully considered. 
Regarding Want ("Bridging Physical and Virtual Worlds with Electronic Tags"), 

Applicant argues the Want article does not explicitly or inherently disclose the features 
as are recited in the method of claim 1 5. In response, though Want does not explicitly 
disclose the features, it is inherent that a storage medium is attached to the image 
forming member using a staple needle. It is well known in the art to attach covers to 
books by way of a staple (see at least Yoshie USP 6,575,447; C1 1/L55-63) while Want 
discloses the tag embedded within the cover (see page 373, 114). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 15-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Want 
et al. ("Bridging Physical and Virtual Worlds with Electronic Tags"; page 373, 3-5). 
See fl1 above. 

4. Claims 15-17,22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Ferrara USP 5,551,681. 
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Ferrara discloses a method for performing a postprocessing, that includes 
attaching a storage medium to the image forming member using a staple needle (a 
blank sheet of paper can be considered a storage medium since information may be 
printed or attached thereto).
